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PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  412. — In  re  Northwestern  Live  Stock  Commission  Co.,  market 
agency  and  dealer,  York,  Nebr.  The  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  on  February 
17,  1933,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  failed  to  give  a  reasonable  bond  to  secure  the  per- 
formance of  its  obligations  incurred  as  a  market  agency  and  dealer.  Under 
date  of  April  6,  1933,  respondent  submitted  a  trust-fund  agreement  in  lieu  of  a 
surety  bond,  thereby  complying  with  the  regulations  of  the  Department.  Ac- 
cordingly, on  May  25,  1933,  the  proceeding  was  dismissed. 

Stockyards  Posted 

The  Farmers'  Live  Stock  Market,  located  at  Bristol,  Va.-Tenn.,  was  posted  as 
coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  on  April  28, 
1933.
